BY TAKING PHOTOS AT FORMER AID COMPOUND, IN VIOLATION 
LAO AND INTERNATIONAL LAW; NOTE WARNED AGAINST RE- 
CURRENCE SUCH ACTS. SUBSTANCE OF PROTEST BROADCAST
